the parent of both gold and silver, or 
the raw material out of which by a d if­ 
ferent arrangement of molecules either 
gold or silver is constructed. 
Working j 
on this theory, he finds that this new 
meta llic substance can be* aggrega ted 
into molecules of greater density than 
silver and precisely corresponding w ith 
gold in color, iti weight, so as to a nswer 
to » very test, of the United States mint 
as gold. 
In fact, ho says it 
is gold, 
though ma nufa ctured from silver, of as 
much purity and va lue as that ever ob- ' 
tain» *d in any other way. 
With further j 
experiments on a la rgo sca le he expects 
th.it the process of ma nufa cturing gold 
from 
silver 
w ill 
be very ma teria lly 
cheapened. 
At present he gets about 
four ounces of gold from six of silver. I 
This would seem to indicate that the 
present number of elements as well as 
our chemistry of meta ls would have to 
be revised if Professor Emmons is not 
mistaken in his experiments.
